Som etim es, although an idea is wrong, it does no harm. Like the 
idea that a square jaw is the sign of will jx*wer. T hat winters 
aren’t as severe as they used to be, or that red hair denotes quick 
temper. 
But there are other wrong ideas, which are definitely harmful to 
public confidence in and understanding of industry. One such 
idea is the current ''guessing” about profits made by large busi­ 
ness organizations. 
Many people are apt to grossly exaggerate the money made by 
business. 
So Opinion Research Corporation (an independent 
organization) made a survey to learn just what the public thinks 
about profits. Compare these guesses and yours with the Inter­ 
national Harvester profit figures given below. 


Wages and materials consume 
nearly all of every dollar Har­ 
vester takes in from sales. A Gov­ 
ernment l>oard lias recommended 
and the Company has agreed to 
pay a general wage inc rease of 18 
cents per hour for Harvester fac­ 
tory employees.
